‘Our  conversetioo,  gentlemen,  e  tew 
momenta  since,  un  dertiny,  brought  to 
mind  an  incident  of  my  Hie  In  which  my 
fete,  na  predicted  by  en  old  fortaue-leller, 
was  near  being  fulfilled,  which  I  will  tell 
you,  end  also  tba  singular  manner  of  my 
escape: 

‘In  my  infancy,  I  was  called  the  ‘Utile 
Cub,1  not  front  my  rudeness  of  tamper,  or 
clumsy  extremities,  (for  I  enjoy  the  com¬ 
mon  reputation  of  being  a  very  fine  child,*) 
but  from  thia  circumstance:  My  father 
had  a  fancy  for  pet*  of  all  kinda,  and 
among  them  waa  a  well  known  bear,  aa 
tame  and  gentl*  aa  a  kitten;  and  during 
the  height  of  the  hurricane  of  1804,  while 
the  family  were  retreeting  from  the  dwell¬ 
ing  to  the  kitchen  for  greater  safety,  it 
being  lower  to  the  ground  Mid  a  stronger 
Dame,  my  nurse  was  blown  over  with  me 
in  her  arms,  and  in  the  fory  of  the  storm, 
and  the  blackness  of  darkneaa.  abe  loot  ber 
bold  of  me,  and  I  could  not  be  found 
The  family  had  reached  the  kitchen,  and 
waa  soon  followed  by  my  nurse,  screaming 
higher  than  the  wind;  bat  her  terror 
and  that  of  my  parenta  waa  gone  in  a  mo¬ 
ment,  for  the  bear  stepped  In,  walking 
uprightly,  and  holding  me  saftely 
toMy  in  his  cm b ranee.  UencR  lor  many 
yeare  after,  I  was  known  In  t^p  family  sad 
the  village  aa  the  ‘little  cub.’  Now  this, 
with  all  the  perishable  record  of  nnrnery 
tales,  bad  passed  out  of  my  memory,  when 
I  waa  moat  disagreeably  reminded  of 
it;  and  I  introduce  it  because  it  furnishes 
th*  key  to  my  story.  While  a  student  at 
Philadelphia,  I  accompanied  two  young 
ladies  from  Georgia,  then  finishing  their 
education  at  a  boarding-school,  to  a  ’for¬ 
tune-teller’  in  Callowhill-street,  who  had 
great  notoriety  for  her  wonderful  disclo¬ 
sure*  of  the  past,  and  fulfilment  of  ber 
predictions  for  the  future,  I  need  not  aay 
that  I  went  merely  fur  the  pleasure  of 
waiting  upon  the  girls,  and  to  gratifiy 
them,  for  they  had  been  looking  to  the 
appointment  impatiently,  and  were  full 
of  roae-oolored  anticipations  in  the  corn 
ing  examination  of  their  fair  bat  trencher 
otu  palms.  We  were  admitted  separately 
into  her  presence;  and  when  it  camJ  to  my 
turn.  I  stood  before  the  prophetra*  with 
the  aame  indifference  I  would  before  an 
owl,  which  she  very  much  resembled 
She  noticed  this,  and  waa  angry,  for  she 
expected  great  awe  and  deference.  She 
took  my  right  hand  and  traced  its  lines 
minutely,  then  consulted  her  chart,  and 
with  much  form  and  solemnity  pronounc¬ 
ed  *my  fortune.*  I  paid  the  accustomed 
fee,  and  laughed  in  her  f  >ce.  She  sprang 
from  her  seat  and  caught  my  left  hand; 
hen  waa  cold  and  trembling  with  isge. 
She  made  a  hasty  survey,  and  then  darting 
at  me  a  look  of  black  revenge,  the  matter 
ed  between  ber  anske-like  teeth  1  .Your 
life  waa  saved  by  a  bear,  and  it  urill  he 
taken  by  a  bear!  Now  go!’  aaid  she,  and 
she  waved  her  bony  arm  toward  the  door. 
But  I  waa  motionless,  pale,  and  confound 
ed.  8he  aaw  my  discomfiture,  and  in  turn 
she  giggled  in  my  face,  and  left  me  to  my 
reflection.  I  recovered  in  a  few  minute* 
from  the  amasement  in  which  ahe  left  me. 
and  joined  the  young  ladies  in  the  raerp 
tion-room.  I  found  Mary  very  happy, 
and  Ja«*  very  aad  and  in  team.  Mary 
controlled  her  joy  In  rympathy  for  her 
companion,  and  we  left  the  house  In  al¬ 
ienee,  nor  waa  it  broken  until  we  reached 
the  seminary.  We  rested  on  the  steps, 
and  told  oar  fortunes  to  each  other.  Poor 
Jane  tried  to  laugh  at  my  pleasant  pros¬ 
pects,  and  I  took  my  leave. 

I  graduated  the  following  spring,  and 
returned  to  Georgia.  The  ladles  also  com¬ 
pleted  their  course,  and  returned  to  their 
homes.  It  ia  useless  to  aay  1  waa  not  an 
noyed  at  the  old  woman's  allusion  to  my 
infant  adventure,  for  it  happened  a  thou 
sand  mile#  off,  aad  twenty  year*  before, 
and  I  had  almost  forgotten  it  myself. 
Mora  important  matters,  however,  engag 
ed  my  attention,  aad,  regarding  it  oaly  a a 
aomothiag  very  alagnlar,  I  dismissed  It 
from  my  mind.  Ten  years  after,  I 
present  at  aa  inauguration- ball  at  Miledga- 
villa,  and  among  th*  day,  feabtoaabl* 
sent  blag*  ot  ladim,  I  waa  dalightad  to 
my  Philadelphia  friend,  Mary;  ah*  \ 
leaning  upon  tba  arm  of  a  distinguished 
member  of  Oongraaa,  whom  1  knew  vmy 
wall,  and  with  that  aaaa  and  confidence 
which  at  one*  assured  me  h*  wm  bar 
husband.  I  took  tba  earliest  opportunity 
to  approach  her  and  renew  ear  ueqaain 
taaca,  She  seemed  sincerely  glad  to  mart 
me,  and,  **  wm  nature)  with  friend*  sep¬ 
arated  for  so  hag  a  period,  oar  Inquires 
were  directed  to  our  biatoriM  la  th#  la 
tervening  Ua**.  She  told  me  aha  had 
crossed  the  water,  hod  seen  strange  peepla, 
and  heard  strung*  language*.  Tor  ttrrntnrr 
had  token  bis  family  with  him  whila 
minister  at  a  foreign  court ;  that  she

Some  settled 
in  New  England,  notably  in  New  Hemp 
shire;  from  a  Scotch  Irish  family  in  the 
latter  State  Horace  Greeley  waa  descended. 

Their  imprea*  has  been  deeper  upon  an 
other  region.  There  run*  through  North¬ 
ern  New  Jtireey,  (beginning  at  the  Hud 
*°.u)\  P«Bttsylvania,  Western  Maryland, 
Virginia,  Tennessee,  down  to  Alabama,  a 
broad  valley,  unfortunately  not  known 
throughout  by  one  name,  but  best  known 
as  the  Cumberland,  bounded  oh  either  side 
by  a  shapely  and  wooded  mountain  range, 
through  which  these  North-of  lre  and  net 
tiara  bars  led  the  van  of  civilisation,  and 
have  planted  there  their  clinrebtu  and 
school*.

AMERICAN  WOODLANDS. 

In  disco  axing  the  distribution  of  Ameri 
can  woodlands,  Professor  Brewer  aaid  that 
thaugh  Maine  is  the  great  source  of  pine 
and  spruce  lumber,  the  hard  wood  species 
predominate  ia  that  State.  The  wooded 
are*  of  New  England  ia  not  diminishing, 
bat  the  amount  of  sawed  lu  i  ber  is  la 
tug — 4B  indication  that  th*  trees  are  cat 
younger.  In  the  Middle  States  the  wooded 
area  is  sensibly  aad  rapidly  incoming 
•mailer.  Tha  New  England  and  Middle 
States  famish  hard  wood  trree ;  in  the 
SoutheMtern  State*,  from  Virginia  to  Flo 
rids,  ia  a  bait  of  timber  which  supplies 
th*  hard  and  yellow  pine;  and  tha  north 
western  region  contains  immense  areas  of 
common  pine.  From  the  Golf  of  Mexico 
to  the  Arctic  Ocean  »♦  retches  a  tree  lea*  area 
three  hundred  and  fifty  mile*  wide  In  its 
narrowest  part,  aad  tight  hundred  and 


Ducks  are  a  profitable  kind  of  poultry 
to  raise  and  should  be  more  generally 
reared  upou  our  forma.
